-.3.Weinberger, 48, is a well-to-do 


wholesale drug salesman. 
The kidnaper 'grabbed the 5-week- 
old child in the middle of the af- 
ternoon and in full view of five 
other houses in this 
fashionable 


Long Island community. 


He left a neatly penciled 
note 


demanding $2,000 ransom. Later a 
man believed to be the kidnaper 
telephoned the family and raised 
the demand to $5,000. 


Police have found no trace of 


kidnaper or child. There is no way 
of knowing whether the infant is 
still alive. He needed a special for- 
mula of milk and a vitamin com- 
pound to survive. 


Meanwhile, cranks and 
crack- 


pots have called the heartbroken 
mother and tormented her with 
reports that they have the child 
or- know where he is. All such re- 
ports have proved false so far.

way through Emporion, Pyrgos, 
Vothon, Messaria and Phyra, talk- 
ing with the -villagers/ The two 
were accompanied by their 17- 
year-old daughter, Princess Sophia. 


The Athens Observatory report- 


ed more than 340 tremors had 
been recorded since the big quake 
struck about a dozen islands and 
set off tidal waves at dawn Mon- 
day, but that they were subsiding 
in intensity and frequency.

Mulick and Dowley said they

Police have tentatively fixed 10 


or 11 p. m. Monday as the time 
Dickaon's 26-year-old wife, Nancy, 
was killed in their apartment' In 
the Edgewood section. 


Dickson underwent a lie detec-; 


tor test but county detectives re- 
fused to reveal the results. Dick- 
son's attorney, Lawrence O'Toole, 
said he consented to the lie detec- 
tor test when "Dickson told me he 
had nothing to hide and was tell- 
ing the truth." 


Detectiveg at first theorized the

Finnegan following a meeting 
here yesterday between medi- 
ators and leaders of the Unit- 
ed Steelworkers. 


Heading the management 


delegation today was John A. 
Stephens, vice president of U. 
S. Steel and chief negotiator 
for the strike-bound com- 
panies. 


Others With Stephens in- 


cluding Thomas W. Patton, 
vice president of Republic Steel; 
R. H. Larry, counsel for U. S, 
Steel; and John Morse, counsel for 
Bethlehem Steel. 


Assisting Fmnegan at the MB- 


sion were Clyde Mills, his assist- 
ant director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and 
Robert H. Moore, special assistant 
to Finnegan. 


The mediators met y«t«rd»y 


with official of the striking Unit- 
ed Steelworkers. They plan to call 
management and labor togethet 
at Piltsbxu-gh tomorrow for re- 
sumption of negotiations. 


The talks collapsed June 30, pre- 


cipitating a strike which has idled. 
730,000 workers and cut national 
steel production by 90 per cent. 


Chief mediator Joseph F. Finne- 


gan said after a one-hour discus- 
sion with union officials the situa- 
tion was "grave" but he was con- 
fident that both aides would co- 
operate In new bargaining efforts. 


He told newsmen he had as-

This afternoon six Boy Scouts

For this carefully planned hike, 


each boy had a full pack contain- 
ing camping equipment, and food 
enough for five days. Even more 
important, 
though, than 
good 


equipment was 
the 
enthusiasm 


and spirit of adventure that each 
boy displayed. The fact that it 
was a very hot afternoon to start 
on such an- adventure 
did 
not 


dampen their enthusiasm in the 
least. 


It is easy for middle aged adults 


to forget that hiking can be a 
real adventure for teen agers, and 
become cynical about the gentle 
art of tramping. For too many of 
us hiking is a lost art. We tear up 
and down the highuays in our 
cars seeing a great deal of scenery 
flash by, but never becoming inti- 
mate with any of it, while the 
hiker, tiavehng cross country at a 
two or three mile an hour pace, 
leains moie about the world of 
Nature in a five dav hike than we 
will learn in a summer of travel 
by car. 


But the automobile is the mod- 


ern work horse of the hiker. An- 
nihilating both time and distance 
it brings the cool hiking trails of 
the Allegheny National Forest 
within easy reach of thousands of 
city dwellers who would other- 
wise never be able to set foot on 
them Once on the trail, though, 
the hiker adopts the psychology of 
the pedestnan, and does not want 
to see or hear an automobile until 
his hike is over 


The gentle art of tramping can 


be practiced on the nearly half 
million acres of the Allegheny Na- 
tional Forest by any one milling 
to shoulder a pack If the pack is 
not too heavy it is a wonderful aid 
to good posture, and the experi- 
enced hiker feels lost without one 
on his back. 


A novice usually carries too 


much equipment with him on ex- 
tended camping-hiking trips. Sim- 
plicity is the key-note to outdoor 
living. I have lived in the woods of 
Quebec for continuous stretches of 
five months with only on« pack- 
sack containing all of my extra 
clothes and personal 
equipment. 


Needless to aay I was pretty 
threadbare at the end of that 
period, and had few of the com- 
forts of home, but I was never in 
better health. 


A good compass and map are 


two of the 
essentials on an ex- 


tended hike, and it 13 always best 
to plan the 
hike 
and 
camping 


spots carefully in advance. A U. 
S. Geological Survey topographic 
map is highly recommended. With 
such a map and a good compass 
there is little excuse for getting 
lost. Small pocket size handbooks 
on trees, wild flowers, wild ani- 
mals or rocks will help to make 
any hiking trip more interesting. 
There is much to learn in the 
wonderful world of Nature. 
For 


over half a. century J. Henri Fabre 
explored 
the mysteries of the 


commonplace when he studied the 
insect world all about him, a world 
unknown to his neighbor who trod 
it contemptuously underfoot. Now 
they are forgotten, but Fabre's 
ten volumes on the life of the in- 
sects live on, as classics of Nature 
writing 


We are all a. part of the web of 


life, and the tiniest insect and the 
lowliest bacteria each has a place 
in Nature's scheme of things just 
as man does. For all living things 
depend upon each other and the 
world around them for their ex- 
istence. Once this simple truth is 
known and appreciated by every 
citizen in our land the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources will 
be assured 


Six Boy Scouts from McKees- 


port, and their leaders, after five 
days on the trail will, I feel sure, 
return home with & deeper "appre- 
ciation of Nature and the inter- 
relationship of all living- things 
one to another and to the world 
around them.

take part in a special Civil Defense test July 20 when 
the nation observes the third annual "Operation 
Alert." 


Under direction of the State Civil Defense Council, 


the commonwealth will be surveyed to find out how 
many citizens heard the air raid instructions over 
Conelrad radio stations. 


Conelrad is an emergency radio broadcasting sys- 


tem to be tested along with the nation's other civil 
defense facilities. 


Various phases of Operation Alert are scheduled 


to run from 11 a. m. to 11 p. m. The Conelrad test 
will take place between 4 and 4:30. The take cover 
and alert signals will sound early in the afternoon. 


Primary purpose of the testing is to determine 


the overall effectiveness of state, county and local 
attack warning systems and devices, to further test 


• emergency mobilization operations and to provide 
further opportunity for public practice of basic self 
protection measures. 


An estimated 468,000 state civil defense workers 


will take part in the test which includes the simulated 
bombing of nine metropolitan areas within the state. 


Th'e theoretical bombings will be carried out at 


Erie, Johnstown, Lancaster, Philadelphia, Reading, 
Pittsburgh, Wilkes-Barre, York and in the Allentown- 
Bethlehem-Easton area. More than two million lives 
will be presumed lost with over 1 million "dead" in 
Philadelphia.

The 300-gallon 
capacity 
tank 


will hold the daily yield from the 
30-head herd at the county farm.

& Service in Waterford. 


Formerly the county 
received 


only $3.06 for each hundred pounds 
of milk. (A quart of milk weighs 
about two and one-half pounds.) 
Monthly net is expected to raise 
from about $750 to $1,200. 


Now, with the ease of handling 


and cooling permitted by the new 
tank, the county can sell its milk 
to the Erie Dairy League for ?4.40 
per hundred pounds. Previously the 
milk was carried in unwieldly milk 
cans. Carnation Milk was previous 
buyer.
